Whereupon, Owen grinned and, 
swinging around on his heel, replied: "All I need is a kick, gentlemen, md I'm with you!”

And I am thinking, Ed, that while a good fringe of us pioneers still 
remember clearly, why not pool our individual versions concerning the first inspiring spark 
and just who took part in fanning it into the glowing flame of unity and inspiration that has 
so triumphantly weathered the trying tests of tim.

Dear Gus: 


I remember how we people visiting Burton regularly eventually started talking to one 
another. And among them, it mst be remembered that the women, bless ‘em, outnumbered us 
men in this sentimental business of genealogy and family records. Elijah Owen, who almost 
lived in the library, was the kidder of the bunch and had the most to do with kindling a 
fellowship and friendship in all of us, long before the thought of a society was conceived. 
He would go from person to person and many times Miss Krum and the rest of the staff almost 
chased him out of the room for creating so mich commotion and distraction. But we didn't 
mind; we enjoyed it. 


I think it was Elijah Owen who started the idea of forming a society and it was he 
whom you caught that day talking to Harold Sturtevant, trying to sell him on the idea. It 
was Sturtevant, who asked Owen what he thought of the idea of getting some publicity about 
calling a meting and it was then Owen said, "All I need is a kick, gentlemen, md I'm with 
you.” That Owen spirit! He said he had connections to get such a notice in the papers. 


And so he got Howard J. Harvey, publisher of Pioneering and contributor or writer of 
the Town Talk colum in the Detroit News to publish the organization meeting notice in the 
News of Sept. 10th 1936. The meeting held Sept. 12th, brought in thirty-three people exen- 
plifying the spirit and interest necessary for mich a society. Mr. Owen called that first 
meeting to order and explained how the movement for a genealogical meeting had gotten under 
way. My partial copy of the minutes doesn't give the mames of all present but Miss Krum, 
Mr. Vaughan, Dr. Kessler, Mrs. Butler and Mr. Martin spoke at the meeting and Mr. Sturtevant 
was appointed temporary Secretary. Mrs. Butler, Mr. Mbyer and Mr. Martin were appointed of- 
ficial Nominating Committee. The slate nominated wes President, P. H. Townsend and E. P. 
Hill; Vice Pres., Miss Bessie West and Mrs. F. A. Deboos; Sec-Treas., Mr. W. B. Denton and H. 
F. Sturtevant; Editor, C. Re Martin and Mrs. W. F. Carter. Mr. Townsend, Miss West and Mr. 
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Denton withdrew their names and the rest were unanimously elected, Mr. Martin becoming edi- 
tor and Mrs. Carter Asst. Editor. Mrs. Randall, Miss West, Mr. Vaughan, Mr. Moyer and Mr. 
Sturtevant were appointed to draft the Constitution and By-laws. 


You will surely recall how my nominated opponent didn't want the office and how in- 
nocent me was pushed into the job. Many will recall how I didn't even know how to conduct 
a meeting and I still cherish today the Meeting Procedure presented to me by our dear friend 
Elijah Owen on Oct. 10, 1936 after I had trembled through two very poorly conducted meetings. 


I wuldn't dare try to write the names of the few others who attended the first met- 
ing for fear of leaving out names - names of those who surely deserve credit for being there 
to help start something that lived to succeed and grow to the fine organization end success 
we have today. 


Gus, I hope this answers your request to help write the story of the Society and hope 
you can get others to do the same.

IN MEMORY Louisa Conover, daughter of James Frencis Conover and Hannah Evens was born in De- 
troit Aug. 24, 1868 at 25 Elizabeth St. W., now the site of the Adams Theater. At the time 
her fathes was an editor on the Detroit Tribune but became later a clergyman and held various 
charges in smaller Michigan towns, returning to Detroit in 1890 as Arch-deacon of the Episco- 
pal Church. Miss Conover’s first job was as assistant in the reference room at the down 

town library, from which she feared to walk home at night through dark Grand Circus Park. 

She married Jefferson Butler in 1902 and had one daughter Louisa. Mr. Butler was killed in 
1913 by a drunken automobile driver and she returned to her work as librarian, being assign- 
ed with Miss Gracie Krum to the Burton Historical Collection, which had been recently given 
to the City of Detroit but still remained in the library at Brainard St. Here she became 
well acquainted with Mr. Burton. From that time, she remained with the Burton Collection, 
spending altogether 34 years in the Detroit Public Library. Other activities were the De- 
troit Historical Society, the Civic League and the Detroit Audubon Society of which Jefferson 
Butler was one of the early organizers. She was a member of St. John's Episcopal Church. 

She was a charter member of the Detroit Society for Genealogical Research, and almost con- 
tinuously an officer in it. Her wrk as progrem chairman is well remembered. Since 1944 

sho has been parliamentarian. The Society will not soon forget her graceful fluent speech, 
her cheerful willingness and her indomitable spirit. When she died Aug. 17, 1951, we lost 
with her something of old Detroit. 


IN MEMORY Flore Etta Montenye was born August 26, 1869 in leslie, Mich. to parents Sidney 

B. Montayne and Charlotte Melissa Rice. She married Frederick Lester Ostorn April 23, 1891 
and had two children, Lewis M., now of Ann Arbor and Etta May now Mrs. Lewis R. Bebout of 
Rochester, Mich. There are two grendchildren, Catherine Osborn Koert and Barbara June Bebout. 
The Osborns lived on a Pittsfield Twp. farm, where they raised celery ani other crops on irri- 
gated land. Mrs. Osborn was known locally for introducing celery cabbage from seed given her 
by a Chinese student. After 1917, the family lived in Ann Arbor where Mr. Osborn died Aug. 6, 
1942. In later years, Mrs. Osborn devoted most of her time and energy to historical and gen- 
ealogical interests. She was founder and first regent of the Keziah Cooley Goss Chapter of 
the DAR, member of the Mayflower Society, Washtenaw Historical Society and the Detroit Society 
for Genealogical Research. Her church affiliation was the First Methodist Church of Ann Arbor. 
Possessed of a tireless spirit and a driving energy, she identified and recorded many Revo- 
lutionary ancestors. Her latest project was copying the 1850 census of Washtenaw Co. and 
placing it through the DAR in the state libraries and the DAR library in Washington. Her life 
which ended Sept. 1, 1951 was one of much hard work and much accomplishment and success. She 
was buried in the Rice Cemetery near Milan, Ifich., the land for this cemetery having been 
given by her grandfather Rice many years ago. a 





SOME CONNECTICUT TRUMBULL DATA 
Compiled by 
Minnie (Trumbull) Tiedgen & Kendall P. Heyward 


As the co-compilers both had an interest in the descendants of John Trumbull of Row- 
ley, Massachusetts, - namely, the Trumbulls of Suffield and the allied branch in Hebron, Con- 
necticut - through descent and through the acquisition of an unpublished manuscript written in 
1839, respectively; it was decided that possibly others might be interested in the resesrch re- 
garding the Trumbulis of Connecticut, as the mjority of the family has been somewhat overshad- 
owed by the family of Gov. Jonathon Trumbull of Lebanon, Conn. In this research, it has been 
found that much erroneous data regarding the more prominent members of the family has found 
its way in print. Also, it has been found that other Trumbull families came to Connecticut at 
@ later date. However, these later Trumbulls left few Connecticut descendants. 


The spelling Trumbull has been used, although prior to 1768 the spelling of the name 
was Trumble. The Rev. Dr. Benjamin Trumbull, the noted historian, is the authority for this 
date being the approximate time of the change in name. 


It has not been the aim in collecting this data to be complete as possible, but to 
group correctly the various families, and to make available to others, hard-to-get data, from 
which various lines of descent can be carried further. Probate records have been used exten- 
sively, but not Land Records, due to the fact that time for such research was not readily a- 
vailable. The research has been mainly for genealogical purposes, particularly of the lesser 
known members, as it was felt the data would become unweildly if the already known and pub- 
lished accomplishments of the many illustrious members of the family were included. 


The Mnsfield Trumbull family we feel is of the same line and one generation re- 
moved from that of the Voluntown family; but the connection has not yet been established; 
and we therefore realize the deficiency of our research on this branch of Trumbulls. 


Acknowledgment should be given to the Connecticut Historical Society for use of a 
manuscript genealogy by J. Hammond Trumbull for checking one or two branches of the Norwich 
Trumbull family.

Reference: American Genealogist, Vol. 12, pages 76, 77; and Manwaring Probate Digest, Vol. l, 
page 589. Joseph Trumbull(2), was granted 50 acres in Suffield, June 1674. The names of the 
latter two sons, Ammi and Benoni, - both Hebrew names and taken from the Bible - invite a 
little research. Benoni is quite understandable, as it means 'child of sorrow’, possibly from 
the fact that Joseph Trumbull (2) died some five days after the birth of this son. The name 
Anmi is a little more obscure, and coming from the book of Hosea, Chap. 2:1, is not a proper 
nam. Possibly it is a shortened form of Ami Ruhamah, meaning, Ammi - my people, and 

Ruhamah - delivered. Perhaps either the child or the family escaped some epidemic or somthing 
else dreaded at the time.

A PIONEER NOVI FAMILY 
Mary Shaw Green 


Asaph Smith and his wife Polly Wells Smith, New Englanders both, came to Novi, Oakland 
County, Michigan, in 1830 after a fourteen year sojourn in Bristol, Ontario County, New York. 
Asaph was born in Westminster, Windham County, Vermont, March 15, 1781. He was the son of Ben- 
jamin and Sarah (Paul) Smith. His father, who was a soldier in the Revolutionary War, was born 
in Taunton, Mass., about 1753 and was married Feb. 9, 1777, at Dighton, Mass., to Sarah Paul, 
daughter of James and Sarah (White) Paul. Sarah (Paul) Smith was born at Dighton, Mass., in 
1752. In 1777 they moved to Westminster, Vermont, where all their children were born and where 
all their children were born and where Sarah Smith died Jan. 23, 1827, and Benjamin died April 
19, 1832. On his tombstone are these words - A Soldier of the Revolution and a Member of the 
Baptist Church 50 years.

ASAPH SMITH married POLLY WELLS, daughter of HARVEY WELLS, of Walpole, N.H. in 1803. They 
settled in Hancock, Addison Co., Vermont.

west to buy a farm. In the fall, he removed to Bristol, Ontario Co., N.Y., with his family, 
making the journey in ten days. One son had been born to them in Westminster and two children 
were born in Bristol. With this family of eight children, the eldest about twenty-six and the 
youngest about ten years old, these parents again took up the life of the pioneer and came to 
Novi, Oakland County, Mich., in 1830. He settled on the northwest quarter of Section 15. He 
died at Novi, Feb. 14, 1848, and Polly Smith who was born in Walpole, N.H., June 4, 1787, died 
at Novi, Sept. 6, 1858.

Within the Bible was a newspaper clipping telling of the marking of the grave of John McCli- 
mans as a Revolutionary Soldier. The account appeared in the Madison County Democrat, London, 
Ohio on June 30, 1931 end only the parts that are of genealogical interest are reproduced here. 
The marker was unveiled by two great-great grand-daughters, Mery and Florence Corkwell. At 
that tim there were but two grandchildren living, James H. McClimans end his brother David 
McClimans of Seattle, Wash. 


"John McClimans was born in Westmorland Co., Penna., April 29, 1756 and died in Range 
Township, Madison Co., August 8, 1829. In 1772 he married Mry Crevinson. A sister whose 
name is lost also married a Crevinson and they settled in Virginia. All trace of this fan- 
ily has been lost. There were three brothers who came to Ohio, Hugh, James and John. Hugh 
had a son, Elliott, and this family moved west. James had seven children and lived in this 
commnity. John as almost all of the pioneers, emigrated to Ross County, them came to Mad- 
ison County in 1812 and settled on this farm. John signed his name McClymond, and some 
branches of the family still use that spelling. 


"There were ten children in this family, Margaret who married William Johnston, William 
married Nancy Pearson, George unmarried, Sarah married Judge Isaac Howsaman, Joseph who died 
at seven years, James married Peggy (Margaret) Howsman, John unmarried, Samuel married Rachel 


Pierson, Isaac married twice first Mary Parker, then Elizabeth Clarridge, David mrried Eliza 
Parker." 


A letter written on December 3, 1838 to Henry Johnston, Madison Co., Ohio by Alexander 
Johnston of Ligonier, Pa. and remaining today in the McClimans Bible contains one bit of in- 
terest, written in another hand than that of the letter. "Hannah and Will poal is to be 
married next Friday and they are to have a possom roated (roasted?) for their wedden dinner." 


Mrs. Herman A. McClimans says that Isaac McClimans end his first wife, Mary Parker had 
three children: Solomon, Mary and Becky. Solomon was the father of Herman Albertus McClimans, 
born 1863, died Dec. 23, 1937 at Gun Iake, Orangville Twp., Barry Co. Mich. and was buried 
at Sedelia, Ohio. David McClimans, son of Isaac and Elizabeth Clarridge McClimans was born 


in Madison Co. Ohio, September 10, 1852 and died Nov. 28, 1932. He married Elizabeth Moorman, 
May 1, 1884.

0.(6)Searle. He married(2d) in Alaiedon, Michigan, 4 Aug. 1855, Frances A. Dubois, age 23, 
probably daughter of Martin. This is the earliest record of Jesse 0. Searle in Ingham Co., 
Michigan, known.

THE IDENTITY OF CERTAIN WHITCOMB, WILDER AND GREEN WIVES 
Contributed by Frederick C. Warner 
North Amherst, Mass. 


"The Whitcomb Family in America" by Charlotte Whitcomb, 1904, states that Hezekiah(3), 
(Josiah(2) John(1)) Whitcomb, born Sept. 14, 1681, Lancaster, Mass., died there May 6, 1732, 
married Hannah ----. Their first child was born in Groton, Mass., on December 22, 1707. 

Land records show that on June 17, 1708, Hezekiah Whitcomb and wife Hannah of Groton 
sold their house-lot of six acres with dwelling house and barn in Groton and moved to Lan- 
caster. Land records do not show how they acquired this property. The records also do not 
show how Hezekiah Whitcomb acquired the five and one-half acres of cormon and undivided 
lands in Groton which he sold on December 14, 1721. 

In view of these facts it would appear that Hezekiah Whitcomb may have married Hannah 
in Groton about 1706. 

Groton vital records show that William and Mary Green had a daughter Hannah born there 
on April 10, 1683. On October 10, 1711, William and Mary Green deeded to their son Eleazer 
all of their lands, with buildings and town rights in Groton, excepting a parcel of land 
lying at the south line of Groton. William Green died in Groton in 1713. His will, dated 
July 13 and probated October 27, 1713, states "having already by deed of gift and otherwise 
settled ye most of my estate upon my beloved wife and children, bequeath the remainder as 
follows"-- to daughter Hannah Whitcomb, all land and meadow lying near Nashoba (now Lancas- 
ter), in Groton; movable estate to wife Mary and three daughters Mary Cade, Elizabeth Cade 
and Hannah Whitcomb; four pounds to the children of son John; and son Eliezer to be execu- 
tor. No doubt this land willed to Hannah Whitcomb was the land which Hezekiah Whitcomb on 
December 14, 1721, sold. 

From the above it is evident that Hannah, the wife of Hezekiah Whitcomb of Lancaster was 
daughter of William and Mary Green of Groton. 


"The Book of the Wilders” by M.H. Wilder, states that William(4), (John(3) John(2) 
Thomas(1)) Wilder married Sarah Sawyer. Hezekiah and Hannah Whitcomb had a daughter Sareh 
baptized in Lancaster on March 26, 1720-1. Settlement of the estates of Hezekiah and Hannah 
Whiteomb show that their daughter Sarah married William(4) Wilder. 

Hezekiah Whitcomb died on May 6, 1732, in that part of Lancaster which later became the 
town of Bolton. His eldest son Hezekiah and widow Hannah were appointed administrators of the 
estate and, on November 10, 1732, a committee of five Lancaster men were empowered to make a 
just division of the estate. On May 8, 1733, the daughter Sarah received 37 acres of land on 
the north side of the road to Stow. « 

William Wilder and wife Sarah of Bolton, on July 15, 1742, deeded to Israel Whitcamb of 
Bolton, land in Bolton "which was set out to m, the said Sarah Wilder, for my part and por- 
tion of my honored Father Hezekiah Whitcomb's real estate." 

The widow Hannah Whitcomb died in Bolton in 1761 and her son Israel was appointed ad- 
ministrator of her estate. On October 3, 1762, a committee made up of John and Samel Whitcomb 
and Samel Baker partitioned the estate among the heirs. To Sarah, wife of William Wilder and 
daughter of the deceased, they gave 50 acres in the north part of Lancaster. 

Therefore Sarah, the wife of William(4) Wilder was Sarah Whitcomb, daughter of Hezekiah 
Whitcomb and wife Hannah Green.

William Green's wife Mary was a daughter of Benjamin and Bridget Crispe of Watertown and 
Groton. On March 11, 1694, William Green of Groton gave to his son John a seven acre right 
"that is the homestall, housing and orchard which was my father Chrisp's.” He acknowledged the 
deed on April 10, 1713 and it was recorded at East Cambridge on Jan. 5, 1726. 

Qn December 17, 1717, John Green, formerly of Groton, then of Plainfield, Connecticut, 
sold all of his interest in 4 seven acre right in Groton which was "formerly granted by Groton 
to my Great Grandfather Crispe, deceased, --- or --- to my Grandfather William Green, deceased, 


---. These two deeds prove that William Green's wife Mary was daughter of Benjamin Crispe. 





FEDERAL CENSUS OF MICHILIMACKINAC CO., MICH. 1820 
Annotated by 
Mrs. Elvert M. Davis & Mrs. E. B. Kresge 


The writer having made a survey of several Northern Michigan sources for notations on 
the names in the United States Census of 1820 for Micilimackinac County, thinks it would be of 
some value to record a few particulars of the search. 


Our purpose was to identify as far as possible the names in the then extensive coun- 
ty both as to accuracy of spelling and any particulars about the individual that would be of 
interest to a genealogical group. My own interest extended to finding out as far as was pos- 
sible how many of those so named became actual residents of the territory then included in 
Micilimackinac County, parts of which were afterwards embraced in the counties into which that 
county was divided. 


It is probable that all of the list was made on lMckinac Island, as there was no set- 
tlement of any account anywhere else in the region. Many of the men whose mimes are most dif- 
ficult to define in later lists were probably those of soldiers then temporarily stationed on 
the island (the officers are more easily located), or of men who had come to stay and after- 
wards changed their minds. This might be the case of the man with the obviously Chinese nam, 
who could easily, according to Bret Hart, have been attracted to a more fertile field of 
endeavor. 


The county records are now, of course, in the several county seats of the former 
Michilimackinac County. lackinac County records are in St. Ignace, and these records are ex- 
ceedingly interesting. From the various deeds could be written a great deal of history that 
has been obscure or neglected. It has its dramatic side as various feuds and even mrders 
(perhaps they should be defined rather as killings in contests more or less concerned with 
these feuds) are described. Some wills are included in the Records of Deeds. That of John 
Ogilvie (Ogilvy), a Canadian official of the American Fur Company (book A: 79-86) recorded in 
1822, presents angles that are of value in regard to the customs of those early times. The 
contest over the estate of an early duellist gives new insight into an old Detroit and Mackinac 
affair of honor. The records are in good condition and many of the names listed in the 1820 
census are found as purchasers of land or witnesses to deeds or wills. The books from A to and 
including L are originals, newly bound and in excellent condition. Those from M including all 
the following letters, might be copies from earlier records. Many of the 1820 names are at 
present borne by residents of Mackinac Island and of the islands and the mainland north of the 
Straits. 


The land south of the straits was divided into counties, and later, in many instances 
redivided. Cheboygan is the county seat of Cheboygan County and several of the families whose 
forebears were listed in the 1820 census became residents there as it was at one time the most 
important political and business center of the Michilimackinac country. The county extends 
into Mackinaw City, and several of the census names ware found in the records of deeds there. 
The will of Zachariah Chandler, Governor of Michigan, is copied in one of the records at Che- 
boygan (I: 271-2). There are a number of land grants recorded for services in the War of 1812 
and even of the Mexican War. One Robert Patterson had seven of the War of 1812 recorded, prob- 
ably bought from the men who actually served, and one of these lots is later sold to Thurlow 
Weed (Cheboygan Deeds, J:572). One grant is to Powhatan Davenport for services in the "Ken- 
tucky Militia, Sabine Indian Wars of 1836": Andrew Johnson signs the grant as President of the 
United States. Although I had time to look over the indexes and to examine a few of the deeds 
in the books of all the counties visited, many names could undoubtedly have been located by 
more careful study as the names of witnesses to the papers are not given in the indexes; only 
the principals involved get that notice. 


Petoskey is the county seat of Emmet County and their earliest record books are of 
unusual value historically. One feature is the number of Indian names among the land grants 
and transfers of property. There are also a number of the War of 1812 grants. The history:of 
Mackinaw City could be enriched by an intelligent study of these records, as the Comstock plans 
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are a part of them. Many families yet resident in this county are descended from men named in 
the 1820 list. é 


In Charlevoix were found not only the records of Charlevoix County as it now exists, 
but the records of the County of Manitou, the "lost county” of brief existence, a creation of 
James Jesse Strang (the "King of Beaver") during his short service in the legislature, and af- 
terwards renamed with a strong Irish accent by Charles O'Malley, his picturesque successor in 
the political, not the religious, field. These records are of importance in the study of the 
history of Beaver Island and the Mormon colony that Strang established there. The Charlevoix 
county records yielded many names listed in the 1820 census, and many hints as pronunciations 
and spellings of difficult French names by which one can trace the influences of locality on 
foreign words. 


I regret that it was not possible to get to Traverse City for an examination of the 
records there. As Traverse became the seat of the land office at which many of the grants of 
land were verified for the district, the records there are probably of moment in this search, 
but time would not allow a visit there. The United States Land Records give mich information 
on sources, but the county records go more into detail and supply the local color. The Amer- 
ican Fur Company books contain some of those, too. One, the charge to "La Petite Francoise 
of 38¢ worth of sugar, amount charged to the Fond du Lac outfit," sets one guessing. Many 
of the 1820 names survive, while some have faded from the history of the region. It is fas- 
cinating to follow these names until they acquire a human interest as families are established 
and their homes in the wilderness become the sites of cities replete with the comforts and con- 
veniences of modern life (however lacking they may be in the romance of the frontier), and 
until they are visited by tourists and vacation seekers from all over the nation. 


Acknowledgements are due to all the county clerks, every one of whom was most help- 
ful. Special thanks are due to Stella King, R.N., whose knowledge of Mackinac history, old 
and new, is invaluable; and to Mrs. Margaret Hanley, Secretary of the Beaver Island Chamber of 
Commerce, whose acquaintance with the region is more recent, but was of great assistance in the 
search. Mr. Otto Lang, President of the Michigan Terminal Piers on Mackinac Island, very kind- 
ly opened the Astor House (closed for the season) that Miss King and I might examine the old 
documents framed and on exhibition there. One of these, the subscription list for the pur- 
chase of the fire engine, in 1823, yielded many clues.

Records from a Bible published 1822 by Samuel Wood & Son and furnished to the late Floyd 
Parshall Howell, of Howell, Michigan by idrs. Anna Howell Iilburn, of Eaton Rapids in 1939. 
Floyd Parshall Howell descended from Parshall Howell of this record through John Howell, b. 
1811, an Ingham Co. Mich. pioneer. The Parshall Howell family settled in Dexter Twp., Wash- 
tenaw Co., Mich., where he died. Parshall Howell was of Sussex Co. N.J., in 1836 according to 
an Ingham Co. land record. Although Parshall Howell died in Dexter Twp., gravestones for him 
and his wife were standing in Hamlin cemetery near Eaton Rapids in 1940 with inscriptions 
agreeing with data quoted in the record below.
